SAINTS could face a nervy 
last day of the season after 
they failed to book promo¬ 
tion and lost out on the 
chance to win the 
Championship title with a 
2-1 defeat at Middles¬ 
brough. 

The disappointing reverse at 
the Riverside, which came 
despite Billy Sharp giving 
them the lead after just 46 sec¬ 
onds of the game, meant 
Reading landed the title which 
Saints so desperately craved. 

Saints are still in pole posi¬ 
tion to bag the second auto¬ 
matic promotion spot, and will 
go up on Monday if West Ham 
fail to beat Leicester. 

But goals from Boro duo 
Nicky Bailey and Merouane 
Zemmama mean that if the 
Hammers do win then Saints 
will need to beat Coventry at 
St Mary’s on the final day of 
the campaign to be certain of a 
return to the Premier League. 

Saints got off to the dream 
start as they took the lead after 
just 46 seconds.

It was a strange goal, coming 
as it did from an innocuous 
looking long punt forward. 

However, two Boro defenders 
challenged each other for the 
ball and only succeed in get¬ 
ting in each other’s way.

They were quietened a little 
as Boro roared back, only a 
great challenge from Jose 
Fonte preventing Lukas 
Jutkiewicz from turning home 
after Faris Haroun’s low cross 
into the six yard box before 
Barry Robson fired wide in the 
aftermath. 

Robson threatened again on 
14 minutes but this time his 
effort from just outside the 
area went over the bar. 

It was a spirited response 
from Boro who on another day 
could have folded but, motivat¬ 
ed by the knowledge they 
needed a win to keep their 
play-off hopes alive, were 
throwing everything they had 
at Saints. 

However, the Saints backline 
stood firm and only a wayward

Kelvin Davis who dived to 
his left but couldn’t prevent 
it from finishing in the bot¬ 
tom corner.

Portsmouth 1 Derby 2 
PORTSMOUTH will compete in the 
third tier of English football for the 
first time in 30 years after their 
spell in the npower Championship 
came to a disappointing end 
against Derby. 

Luke Varney cancelled out Jake 
Buxton's first-half opener but Steve 
Davies converted the winning 
penalty to deprive Michael 
Appleton, pictured, of even the 
smallest consolation at the end of a 
torrid campaign. 

With Bristol City winning at 
home to Barnsley, Portsmouth's 
fate was sealed anyway, but their 
disappointment will have been 
compounded by their failure to fin¬ 
ish their home campaign on a high. 

The game 
started scrap- 
pily, with both 
sides strug¬ 
gling to retain 
possession and 
create any sort 
of momentum. 

It was the visi¬ 
tors who were 
first to threat¬ 
en, Jamie 
Ward finding 
room to fire off 
a shot from 
inside the box 
but Jason 
Pearce was on 
hand to block 
it behind for a 
corner which 
Ward wasted. 

The Rams 
pressed again 
and Theo 
Robinson's 
strike pro¬ 
duced a rou¬ 
tine save from 
Jamie 
Ashdown. 

Pompey's 
first chance to 
apply some pressure came to noth¬ 
ing when Greg Halford fouled 
Frank Fielding as Scott Allan 
whipped in a corner. 

Allan then had a go himself with 
an ambitious 30-yard strike which 
was diverted off course by Jeff 
Hendrick. 

Frank Fielding was finally called 
into meaningful action on the half- 
hour mark, scrambling across goal 
to tip Joel Ward's effort wide. 

Derby were soon back on the 
front foot and when Ward swung in 
a delivery from the right, Buxton 
was unmarked to head home from 
close range. 

Dave Kitson's frustration was 
evident and he was booked for 
kicking out at the lively Ward on 
the stroke of half-time. Fellow 
striker Varney mounted a more 
constructive response to the set¬ 


back with a 20-yard shot which 
Fielding did well to hold onto. 

Manager Nigel Clough was forced 
into a change at the break as the 
injured Fielding was replaced by 
Adam Legzdins, whose last appear¬ 
ance for Derby came back in 
September in the 3-0 win over 
Millwall. 

Legzdins first task was to keep 
out Varney's shot from outside the 
area and he was equal to the chal¬ 
lenge. The two had a more bruising 
encounter moments later as 
Varney caught the goalkeeper in 
an attempt to get to a loose ball, 
leaving the former Birmingham 
trainee requiring a bandage on his 
head. 

With news of the Robins' 
progress at 
Ashton 
Gate filter- 
i n g 
through, 
the home 
fans tried 
manfully to 
rally their 
side but 
Ashley 
Harris' 
long-range 
drive never 
looked like¬ 
ly to threat¬ 
en as it 
drifted 
wide. 

Harris 
limped off 
soon after 
with Marko 
F u t a c s , 
scorer of

him. Allan then fizzed a shot 
against the crossbar following a 
powerful run before Portsmouth 
finally got their reward with 16 
minutes to play. 

Futacs slipped in Varney and he 
coolly slotted past the substitute 
goalkeeper as their personal duel 
continued. 

The hosts' joy was short-lived as 
four minute later Ward was 
brought down by Pearce in the box 
and despite Davies' spot-kick strik¬ 
ing Ashdown's legs it still found its 
way in. 

Derby held on to win their final 
away fixture of a league campaign 
for the first time in 10 years, but 
the overwhelming emotion at 
Fratton Park was one of dejection 
as Portsmouth contemplated life in 
League One next season less than 
four years after winning the FA 
Cup at Wembley. 
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Sky Blues

PORTSMOUTH and Coventry 
were both relegated from the 
npower Championship after 
losing their penultimate games 
of the season. 

It was no surprise to see the 
pair join Doncaster in League 
One next season, though both 
had hoped for better. 

Pompey had home advan¬ 
tage against Derby but went 
down 2-1. Jake Buxton put the 
Rams in front before Luke 
Varney levelled only for Steve 
Davies to restore the lead from 
the penalty spot. 

Coventry, meanwhile, suf¬ 
fered a humbling 2-0 reverse to 
already-relegated Rovers. 

A 0-0 draw appeared to be 
on the cards until the last 10 
minutes, with James Hayter 
converting an 81st minute 
penalty following Richard 
Keogh's red card and Simon 
Gillett netting just before the 
close. 

Reading, fresh from sealing 
promotion, gave title rivals 
Southampton some hope 
ahead of the Saints’ late kick¬ 
off by drawing 2-2 with Crystal 
Palace. 

The Royals had Jason 
Roberts sent off on the stroke 
of half-time with the score at 1- 
1 after Wilfried Zaha's 14th- 
minute strike and Kaspars 
Gorkss 1 swift equaliser. 

Reading went ahead through 
Adam Le Fondre but were 
pegged back by Glenn Murray 
16 minutes from time. 

Blackpool confirmed their 
place in the play-offs with a 
decisive 4-0 win over Burnley. 

Stephen Dobbie, Gary 
Taylor-Fletcher, Stephen 
Crainey and Nouha Dicko were 
the scorers. 

Ashley Barnes' 84th-minute 
leveller for Brighton prevented 
Birmingham joining the 
Seasiders in the play-offs - at 
least mathematically - but their 
goal difference of 25 means 
they can already make plans for 
the promotion scrap. 

Substitute Nathan Redmond 
had earlier put Blues in front. 

Cardiff dropped to sixth after 
a 1-1 home draw against Leeds 
in the early kick-off. Joe 
Mason's opener was cancelled 
out by Lucciano Becchio in the 
73rd minute. 

Hull moved into seventh with 
a 2-1 win over Nottingham 
Forest but cannot catch the top 
six. 

A Chris Gunter own-goal and 
Matty Fryatt's penalty were 
enough to see off Forest, 
whose consolation came via 
Radoslaw Majewski in injury¬ 
time. 

Bristol City defeated Barnsley 
2-0, Cole Skuse and Jon Stead 
(penalty) on target. 

An Andy Keogh brace and a 
Liam Trotter goal scored 
Millwall a 3-0 victory at Ipswich, 
while Peterborough drew 2-2 
with visiting Watford. 

Lee Tomlin gave Posh the 
lead with a 14th-minute spot- 
kick only for Troy Deeney (26) 
and Sean Murray (48) to turn 
the tables. 

Paul Taylor rescued the point 
in the 54th minute.

Mick Channon was the 
first ever winner of 
the Daily Echo Saints 
player of the season 
award in the 1973-74 
season. 

He scored 21 goals in 41 
games, an incredible 
achievement in a strug¬ 
gling Saints side that was 
relegated, the first ever 
victims of the new three 
down system. 

It was to be Channon’s 
only player-of-the-season 
award, but four players 
have won it at least twice. 

Arguably England's 
greatest ever goalkeeper 
Peter Shilton was the 
first Saint to win the play- 
er-of-the-season twice 
and only one of three men 
to win it in back-to-back 
seasons. 

Shilton first won player 
of the season in 1984-85 
when he missed just one 
league game all season as 
Saints finished fifth in 
the First Division. 


He retained the trophy 
the next year as the club 
finished in mid table. 

Another keeper, Tim 
Flowers, won back-to- 
back awards in 1991/92 
and 1992/93. 

During that time he 
missed only one league 
match. 


Unsurprisingly, Matt Le 
Tissier is the third man to 
win successive awards, 
and he is the only person 
to win it three times in 
all. 

Le Tiss was voted star 
man in 1993/94 and 
1994/95 after first win¬ 
ning the prize in 1990/91.

co had plenty of the ball but were 
often forced into a midfield battle 
where Chelsea outmuscled them. 

It took a Herculean effort by 
Didier Drogba to battle on his own 
against a resolute Barca defence 
and still manage to score the goal 
that mattered. 

The 34 year-old’s Chelsea future 
has been questioned but he 
responded in a positive manner, as 
he did against Spurs in last week’s 
FA Cup semi-final.

Particularly as the Russian owner 
has always said winning the 
Champions League is a priority and 
the reason so many managers 
have come and gone is for failing 
to do so. 

Personally, I think Barcelona will 
go through comfortably and play 
Real Madrid in the final. 


ONCE more, the debate rages 
on. 

If ever there was a case for goal- 
line technology then just take a 
look at Chelsea’s second goal 
against Tottenham in last week’s 
FA Cup semi-final. 

Referee Martin Atkinson’s 49th- 
minute decision to allow Chelsea’s 
second goal to stand when cam¬ 
eras clearly indicated the ball had 
not crossed the line was a crucial 
decision at a vital moment. 

Atkinson’s position was perfect, 
he had a clear view of the situation 
and yet still came to the wrong 
conclusion. It was a mistake that 
was to have a devastating out¬ 
come. 

Atkinson has had a long tough 
season but I’ve been on record 
before in declaring that he gets too 
many big decisions wrong. His 
sending off of Everton’s Jack 


Rodwell in the Merseyside derby 
was overturned by the discipli¬ 
nary panel and he was the man in 
charge when Manchester City’s 
Mario Balotelli escaped punish¬ 
ment for his horrendous tackle on 
Arsenal’s Alex Song at the 
Emirates. 

There have been many 
more mistakes which 
have put Atkinson 
under extreme pres¬ 
sure, although I had 
to chuckle when I 
saw the five officials 
in charge of the Bayern 
Munich v Real Madrid 
first-leg semi-final of 
the Champions 
League. All five were 
English and Atkinson 
was one of the desig¬ 
nated extra officials 
to stand behind the 
goal - flag in hand! 


This is the preference of UEFA 
president Michel Platini, who has 
indicated that goalline technology 
will not be used in European com¬ 
petition. But I’m sure Atkinson 
would have appreciated a quick 
replay which would have given 
him the facts in a matter of 
seconds. 

In fairness to the Football 
Association, it has called 
long and hard for 
goal-line tech¬ 
nology to be

used over the last decade. And we 
can only hope the green light to its 
use is given when the testing of the 
technology involved is complete in 
time for the International FA 
Board to make a decision on July 
2. 

Confronted by Harry Redknapp 
after last week’s semi-final, 
Atkinson acknowledged his mis¬ 
take before saying he felt worse 
that the Spurs manager - only to 
be told “I don’t think so.” 

The simple fact is you can’t keep 
having situations like this. It’s 
time to bring in the necessary 
technology and end a debate that’s 
been raging since the 1966 World 
Cup final. 

It took the 2010 World Cup to con¬ 
vince FIFA’s Sepp Blatter, whose 
long-held opposition dramatically 
changed when Frank Lampard 
was denied a clear goal against 
Germany. 


DESPITE Chelsea’s win against 
Barcelona, I fully expect them to 
lose their Champions League semi¬ 
final. 

With 72 per cent possession and 
24 goal attempts at Stamford 
Bridge, Barca would have been 
shaking their heads in frustration 
after losing the first leg on 
Wednesday night. 

Chelsea’s performance puts 
them in a much stronger position 
come next week’s second leg at 
the Camp Nou. Now I must con¬ 
fess, I expected a Barca win and 
still expect them to be the first 
team to defend the Champions 
League.

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SIX years ago, he was signed as the final piece of the jigsaw puz¬ 
zle to get Saints back into the Premier League. 

But, after flopping at St Mary’s, Rudi Skacel has rediscovered 
his form at Scottish top flight side Hearts. 

The midfielder, who scored just six times in three years with 
Saints, has netted 14 goals so far this season. 

That included his strike in last weekend’s shock 2-1 Scottish 
Cup semi-final win over Celtic at Hampden Park. 

While Saints look to finally book their place back in the Premier 
League this weekend, Skacel will be looking forward to an 
Edinburgh derby final with Hibernian next month. The former 
Czech Republic international is also hoping to help Hearts secure 
a place in the Europa League next season. Whether he will be 
with the club then is another question, though. 


Skacel is out of contract this summer and, with Hearts needing 
to slash costs, there is uncertainty about whether he will sign a 
new deal. 

Skacel initially left the Edinburgh club in July 2006 to join Saints 
in a protracted £1.6m deal, linking up with his former manager, 
George Burley, who had earlier made the move from Tynecastle to 
St Mary’s. 

But, despite arriving with an impressive reputation, he struggled 
on the south coast. 

Skacel made 88 appearances for the club, before eventually 
being released in 2009. 

He has certainly rebuilt his career north of the border, though, 
after moving back there in September 2010 on an initial one-year 
deal. 




EX-SAINTS manager Alan Pardew 
has put his man-management 
skills down to his humble roots as 
a player. 

The 50-year-old Newcastle boss cur¬ 
rently presides over a squad of home¬ 
grown and international players and 
has managed to mould them into a unit 
which is sustaining an unlikely chal¬ 
lenge for Champions League qualifica¬ 
tion as the Barclays Premier League 
season draws to a close. 

Pardew, who put in place many of the 
building blocks of the success Nigel 
Adkins has enjoyed at St Mary’s, was 
himself a late developer as a player, 
emerging from the non-league ranks - 
where he played while working as a 
glazier - as a 25-year-old before making 
his name at Crystal Palace. 

However, he believes that route into 
professional football gave him a valu¬ 
able insight into how best to handle 
complex characters such as Hatem Ben 
Arfa, who is currently in stunning form 
after shedding his tag as France’s 
‘enfant terrible’. 

Pardew said: “It was a very important 
route because you understand the 
workplace and what the media repre¬ 
sents to the working man. 

“When I was a glazier, I was reading 
the newspaper every day and that was 
my only insight into the football world. 

“When you play in non-league foot¬ 
ball, you meet a cross-section of charac¬ 
ters that you don't meet in professional 
football. 

“You might have a company chief 
executive and a dustbin man playing 
side-by-side in the same non-league 
team, so you come across many charac¬ 
ters from different walks of life where¬ 
as in professional football, you have 
football-focused individuals who have

based most of their upbringing on foot¬ 
ball because it was going to be their 
career from day one. 

“Due to the playing route that I took, I 
have experienced diversity of charac¬ 
ter, so when I come across what may be 
classed as a 'difficult or enigmatic char¬ 
acter' in the football world, it's not 
much of a problem for me." 

Pardew, of course, has also had to 
manage the antipathy of fans towards 
the club's ownership in the depths of a 
fractured relationship, and has done so 
to superb effect. 

The policies implemented by owner 
Mike Ashley's regime have at times 
been unpopular, but while issues 
remain - the re-naming of St James' 
Park is a constant source of fury - the 
sound business sense upon which they 
are based is starting to pay dividends. 

Ashley's aim is to make the club self- 
sufficient, and while he is still owed 
around £140million in interest-free 
loans, the Magpies came close to break¬ 
ing even during the last financial year 
while thriving on the pitch. 

Pardew, who was surprisingly sacked 



by Saints chairman Nicola Cortese 
in August 2010, said: “I do think 
that the clarity of the budget is 
important. 

“Some fans may not be 
entirely happy with the 
amount we have to spend, 
but at least they know the 
whole picture. 

“When you look at 
the world economy 
and where football 
is at the 
moment, we 
are seeing 
some really 
tough times. 

“We have 
seen exam¬ 
ples of 
Portsmouth 
and Rangers in 
Scotland that show if you 
over-stretch, you are going to 
find yourself in serious trou¬ 
ble and you are putting the 
club's future at risk. 

“At Newcastle, we have 
got a good foundation and a 
good financial model, and 
now the question is 
whether we can bring suc¬ 
cess within that model.”

Eric Day headed in a late equaliser to 
keep Saints’ promotion hopes alive 
after a 1 -1 draw with fellow high fliers 
West Brom.

Ted Bates’ men had 
already won promotion 
three games earlier after 
Grimsby had won at their 
nearest rivals 24 hours 
after Saints had beaten 
Reading at The Dell. 

Sixth bottom Bradford 
were not expected to pre¬ 
sent a formidable challenge 
to Saints, and Derek Reeves 
opened the scoring on 30 
minutes with his 39th 
league goal of a prolific sea¬ 
son. 

With 10 minutes remain¬ 
ing, George O’Brien sealed 
Saints’ title triumph in 
front of a crowd of 21,848. 

Despite the importance of 
the game, the Dell crowd 
was almost 2,000 down on 
the attendance figure for 
Reading’s visit 12 days ear¬ 
lier. 

May 18 1966 

Man City 0 Saints 0 

Having drawn 1-1 at 
Leyton Orient nine days 
earlier, thanks to Terry 
Paine’s header, Saints jour¬ 
neyed to Maine Road know¬ 
ing they would join their 
hosts in winning automatic 
promotion - providing they 
didn’t lose by six goals. 

As it was, they didn’t lose 
at all and Saints were in the 
top flight for the first time 
in their history. 

April 22 1974 

Everton 0 Saints 3 

Despite the comfortable 
win at seventh placed 
Everton, Saints were rele¬ 
gated from the top flight. 

For the first time ever, the 
team that finished third 
bottom were demoted - and 
Lawrie McMenemy’s men 
sadly had that dubious hon¬ 
our. 

Saints had only dropped 
into the relegation zone the 
previous Tuesday - for the 
first time that season - after 
Birmingham had beaten

QPR 4-0. 

If Saints win at Goodison 
Park, they would stay up if 
Birmingham lost at home to 
Norwich, who were already 
doomed to finish bottom. 

Goals from Peter Osgood 
and Mick Channon put 
Saints 2-0 up at half-time, 
and Brian O’Neill complet¬ 
ed the scoring. 

But Birmingham won 2-1, 
so Saints went down. 


April 29 1978 

Saints 0 Tottenham 0 

A massive clash at The 
Dell pitted second and third 
against each other. 

Saints were already up, 
having drawn at Leyton 
Orient a few days earlier in 
a dramatic echo of 1966. 

But Spurs needed a point 
to ensure they followed 
Saints up. 


A crowd of 28,846 
crammed into the stadium - 
easily The Dell’s biggest of 
the season - and managers 
Lawrie McMenemy and 
Keith Burkinshaw had to 
go out onto the pitch before¬ 
hand to appeal for calm as 
emotions threatened to boil 
over on the terraces. 

A point suited both sides, 
and that is what they got. 

As a result, Tottenham 


finished level on points 
with fourth placed 
Brighton - who beat 
Blackpool 2-1 the same day 
- but went up with a better 
goal difference. 

Had Saints won, Brighton 
would have gone up and 
McMenemy’s men would 
have claimed the Second 
Division title over Bolton 
on goal difference.

Notts County 1 Saints 3 

A Thursday night trip to 
Meadow Lane saw Saints 
needing victory to finish 
runners-up in the old First 
Division.

Steve Moran scored in the 
second minute, with Trevor 


Christie levelling seven 
minutes later. 

Moran restored Saints’ 
lead with his 21st top flight 
goal of the term before 
Dave Armstrong made the 
game safe on 67 minutes. 

Had Saints lost, Nott’s 
neighbours Nottingham 
Forest would have finished 
runners-up to Liverpool 
instead. 


May 14 1985 

Saints 1 Liverpool 1 

In what turned out to be 
Lawrie McMenemy’s last 
game in charge of Saints, a 
Tuesday night home draw 
was enough to clinch a 
UEFA Cup place for the sec¬ 
ond successive season. 

Yet Saints would have 
missed out on a top five 
ffinish had Chelsea beaten 


relegated Norwich at 
Stamford Bridge in their 
final game the same 
evening.

And Palace were beaten 3-

May 7 1994 

West Ham 3 Saints 3 

A point was enough for 
Alan Ball’s Saints to stay 
up, though they would have 
gone down had both 
Ipswich and Sheffield 
United won. 

As it was, Ipswich drew 0- 
0 at Blackburn and the 
Blades lost 3-2 at Chelsea. 

Had Saints lost at Upton 
Park, they would still have

May 5 1996 

Saints 0 Wimbledon 0 

One of the most dramatic 
last-day relegation battles 
Saints have been involved 
in. 

Former Dell boss Alan 
Ball and his Manchester 
City side went down 
instead after their 2-2 home 
draw with Liverpool on the 
same day. 

Famously, Ball had been 
given wrong information 
regarding the scores else¬ 
where and, thinking his 
side were safe from the 
drop, City played keep-ball 
for the closing minutes 
instead of going for the goal 
which would have kept 
them up! 

Saints stayed up by virtue 
of a better goal difference - 
minus 18 compared to 
City’s minus 25.

Bale should 
stay a Spur 
says Hughes 


QPR manager Mark Hughes has 
urged Tottenham and ex-Saints 
winger Gareth Bale to remain at 
the north London club for a few 
more years before deciding on 
whether he wants to play foot¬ 
ball on the continent. 

Rumours have resurfaced that 
the 22-year-old, pictured, is 
attracting the interest of 
European giants Barcelona but 
former Saint Hughes believes 
his compatriot should stay put 
for the time being. 

He said: “He is still a young 
man - I think he still has a lot to 
achieve in the Premier League 
and I’m sure he is enjoying his 
football and his life in the 
Premier League at the moment. 
He has a huge profile and has 
no reason to go so young. 

“He is playing at a good club 
that are challenging for honours. 
I think when he is asked the 
question he answers it honestly 



and says that in the future that 
is what he might like to do but I 
don’t think he is anticipating 
moving any time soon.” 

Hughes joined Barcelona from 
Manchester United in the sum¬ 
mer of 1986 at the age of 22 and 
reckons he was too young to 
make an instant impact at the 
Nou Camp and he left the fol¬ 
lowing summer before eventual¬ 
ly returning to Old Trafford. 

“I went when I was young and 
it was probably a little bit too 
soon for me,” he said. 

“Ideally if I had had the oppor¬ 
tunity later I would have been 
more successful than I was. I 
think there is time for Gareth in 
the future if he thinks that is 
what he wants to do. 

“I went when I wasn’t married 
and didn’t have any children and 
my life wasn’t as settled as it 
would have been at 26, 27, 28 
and that always helps when you 
have that support.” 

Although he never worked with 
Bale whilst in charge of Wales 
Hughes is still a big admirer of 
his abilities and knows his quali¬ 
ties.

- and Middlesbrough, who lost 2-1 
at Bolton. 

May 15 2005 

Saints 1 Manchester United 2 

Saints knew that victory over 
United would keep them in the top 
flight. 

But an afternoon which saw them 
start third bottom of the Premier 
League, ended with them bottom. 

Nigel Quashie gave Saints an 
early lead, but Darren Fletcher lev¬ 
elled before half-time and Ruud 
van Nistelrooy ended Saints’ 27- 
year top flight life. 

West Bromwich Albion created 
history by starting the last day bot¬ 
tom of the table, but still staying 
up. 

To no Saints fans’ surprise, they 
beat Pompey 2-0 at The Hawthorns 
to move above Saints, Norwich 
(drubbed 6-0 at Fulham) and 
Crystal Palace (held 2-2 at 
Charlton).

The Blades twice took the lead, 
but two goals from Stern John and 
one from Marek Saganowski kept 
Saints up - Leicester relegated 
instead after a 0-0 draw. 

There was late drama for Saints 
when John was sent off, but the 
final whistle heralded an outpour¬ 
ing of emotion and a memorable 
pitch invasion by fans. 

May 7 2011 

Saints 3 Walsall 1 

Having won 3-1 at Plymouth the 
previous Monday, Saints knew 
they were virtually up unless they 
lost to lowly Walsall and 
Huddersfield annihilated 

Brentford and overturned a 17-goal 
goal difference. 

Neither happened - Saints won 
while Huddersfield drew 4-4. 

Guly and David Connolly put 
Saints 2-0 up inside half an hour 
and, though Walsall reduced the 
arrears, sub Alex Oxlade- 
Chamberlain completed the scor¬ 
ing on what turned out to be his 
last competitive game for Saints.

SHOULD Poole Town need to 
indulge in any mind games 
in their pursuit of promo¬ 
tion, they could unleash 
their secret weapon - goal¬ 
keeper Nick Hutchings. 

The 26-year-old glovesman, 
already decorated as both a 
Master and Bachelor of Science, 
is close to completing his train¬ 
ing to be a qualified sports psy¬ 
chologist, writes NICK 
HUTCHINGS. 

Hutchings has been one of 
Poole’s leading lights in the 
Dolphins’ bid to secure back-to- 
back promotions. 

And with a place in the 
Southern League Division One 
South & West play-offs within 
striking distance, his experience 
- both on and off the pitch - 
could prove vital. 

Worked hard 

Hutchings, who joined Poole 
from Gosport Borough 14 
months ago, said: “I have just 
handed in a 35,000-word portfo¬ 
lio which took about three years 
to put together. 

“It will get reviewed and, if it is 
good enough, I will be through 
the training process and can 
apply to be an accredited sports 
scientist, specialising in psy¬ 
chology. 

“I have worked hard towards 
it. 

“I did a degree in sports sci¬ 
ence at the University of 
Portsmouth and a Masters in 
sports psychology at the 
University of Chichester. I am 
looking to get a position in a pro¬ 
fessional set-up and would love 
to work in professional foot¬ 
ball.” 


Hutchings, who is supervised 
by Dr Richard Thelwell, head of 
sport and exercise science at the 
University of Portsmouth, has 
gained experience in several 
sports, including volleyball, net- 
ball and athletics. 

“It is exciting stuff,” said 
Hutchings. 

“I haven’t done anything with 
the lads at Poole and I’m not 
sure how they would take it. 

“But if I were asked, I would be 
more than happy. 

“Games at this stage of the sea¬ 


son are generally quite close 
and tense. 

“If you believe in what you are 
doing and stay solid, then the 
goals should come.” 

While client confidentially is 
uppermost in his profession, 
Hutchings does impart the bene¬ 
fit of his knowledge on to the 
players during games. 

He added: “It is all about how 
your thoughts control your 
emotions and your behaviour.

“I never really shout at one of 
my defenders, I will speak to 
them. 

“It is what I have learned 
throughout the years. 

“It is the same with referees 
because, if you shout at them, 
you can turn them against you. 

“But if you talk to them in the 
right way, they can sometimes 
be a little on your side. 

Cool head 

“Psychology is definitely mas¬ 
sive in football. 

“You need to keep a cool head 
and play your normal game. 

“If a game is close, you don’t 
need to get tense and start doing 
things you wouldn’t normally. 

“You need to believe in what 
you are doing and it should 
come to the fore in the end.” 

Poole assistant manager 
James Wood acknowledges 
holding their nerve will be one 
of the Dolphins’ biggest tests 
during the run-in and possible 
play-offs. 

He said: “Players and man¬ 
agers get nervous. The players 
are such an honest bunch and, 
because they want things so 
badly, sometimes that can spill 
over a little. Our job is to calm 
them down and make sure they 
keep believing. 

“It is not a case of motivating 
them because the motivation is 
there and the attitude is spot on. 

“Probably our hardest job 
between now and the end of the 
season will be keeping them 
calm.”

STRIKERS 

Reading boast one of the most 
envied strike-forces in the 
Championship. 

Jason Roberts was one the sign¬ 
ings of the January window ana he 
will be keen to impress after he was 
frozen out at Blackburn. 

His work ethic is matched by Irish 
international Noel Hunt, 29, while 
23-year-old Welshman Simon 
Church and prolific Football League 
marksman Adam Le Fondre, 25, are 
highly thought of. 

Le Fondre is the only man with a 
goal return in double figures so 
McDermott's priority may be a 
Premier League striker. 

VERDICT 

Reading have followed the 
Swansea and Norwich philosophy 
of appointing a talented young man¬ 
ager who has assembled an excit¬ 
ing young squad.

But the Royals' best chance of 
staying up is keeping this tight-knit 
young squad together - and adding 
a striker with Premier League class. 


IMAGINE Saints entering 
the current season hav¬ 
ing had to sell Jose 
Fonte from their suc¬ 
cessful team of 
2010/11. 

Then, just a days into the 
new campaign, imagine 
them having to sell Rickie 
Lambert, writes SIMON 
CARTER. 

Then imagine them losing 
four of their first six league 
games. 

From those body blows, 
you would not, therefore, 
expect them to go on and 
win automatic promotion.

Le Fondre, below 
left, later followed 
Lambert in moving 
from Stockport to 
Rochdale, prior to 
moving on again to 
Rotherham United. 

It was from there that 
he joined Reading last 
August for around 
£300,000. 

Fair play to 
McDermott, for taking a 
chance on a fourth divi¬ 
sion striker who had 
never played at 
Championship level.

It’s a 
goal - or 
is it? 

IT is seven years since Jose 
Mourinho described a goal 
scored by Liverpool’s Luis 
Garcia against his Chelsea side 
in a Champions League semi¬ 
final as: ‘A goal that came from 
the moon.’ 

Mourinho doubted that the 
ball had crossed the line and 
last weekend Chelsea were 
again involved in a similar inci¬ 
dent, with Juan Mata's strike in 
their FA Cup semi-final against 
Tottenham being given by ref¬ 
eree Martin Atkinson, despite 
replays showing the shot was 
blocked on the line. 

The incident has reopened the 
debate surrounding video tech¬ 
nology and here, the Sports 
Pink looks at goals that were 
and were not given, when the 
opposite decision could have 
been forthcoming. 

Luis Garcia: Liverpool v 
Chelsea, 2005 

In a Champions League semi¬ 
final, Liverpool’s Luis Garcia sent 
his side through when his hooked 
effort was awarded by referee 
Lubos Michel, despite Chelsea 
defender William Gallas claiming 
he had cleared it from under the 
bar. Liverpool progressed to win 
the final, with Chelsea boss Jose 
Mourinho left to say: “It was a 
goal from the moon or the Anfield 
Road stand, I don't know where.” 

Frank Lampard: England v 
Germany, 2010. 

World Cup ties with England 
and Germany are notoriously 
tense and this was no different. 
With England reeling from an 
early German barrage, they 
thought they were back in the 
game when Frank Lampard took 
aim from 20 yards and appeared 
to score when the ball bounced 
down off the bar. The officials 
disagreed and, although replays 
showed Lampard had scored, 
Germany went on to win 4-1. 

Frank Lampard: Chelsea v 
Tottenham, 2011 

Chelsea midfielder Lampard 
was involved again, this time 
profiting from a decision. His 
edge-of-the-box strike was fum¬ 
bled by Heurelho Gomes and, 
although the keeper scrambled 
back to halt the ball on the line, a 
goal was given. 

John Eustace own goal: 
Watford v Reading, 2008. 

An innocuous Reading corner 
hit Watford midfielder John 
Eustace and flew wide of the 
goal. Play broke down and the 
players returned to their posi¬ 
tions, only for referee Stuart 
Atwell to wrongly believe the ball 
had hit Eustace and gone in. 

Clint Hill: Bolton v QPR, 2012. 

In a battle between two relega¬ 
tion-haunted sides, Clint Hill 
thought he had given QPR the 
lead when he headed a Joey 
Barton cross in. 

Goalkeeper Adam Bogdan 
scrambled behind his line to save 
and, although replays showed Hill 
had scored, linesman Bob 
Pollock assured referee Martin 
Atkinson he had not and Bolton 
went on to win.

MEW MOVES ON OVl 


How manager’s resignation 
may lead to a mass exodus 


WAYNE MEW is quitting as 
Romsey Town boss at the end of 
the season, describing the club’s 
financial situation as “untenable.” 

Mew and his management team have 
performed wonders in their second 
season in charge, leading the Bypass 
Ground outfit to two cup quarter¬ 
finals and a potential top-eight finish 
in the Sydenhams Premier Division. 

But with no budget to work with and, 
Mew, pictured below, says, no other 
money available next season, he is 
unable to carry on. 

“We said we needed money to start 
next season and the chairman said 
there’s none in the pot, so I don’t know 
what they’ll do about replacing kit, 
affiliating with the Hampshire FA 
and so on,” he said. 

“I’ve contributed in the past, 
but I can’t afford to do it 
again. I don’t mind if it’s 
coming from both sides, but 
it doesn’t seem to be. 

“Romsey’s a sleeping giant 
and I thought I could turn it 
round, but I’ve not been able 
to on the financial side.” 

Mew will not be the only key 
figure leaving the By-Pass Ground 
after next Saturday’s final league 
game at Alton Town. 

His resignation is certain to trigger a 
mass exodus of backroom staff with 
assistant boss Stuart Long, coaches 
Andy Darnton, Dave Smith and Ian 
Knight and physio Dave Penny all fol¬ 
lowing him out of the door. 

“Stuart (Long) had meetings with 
the chairman to sort out finances and 
we were told after last Wednesday’s 
game against Totton & Eling that 
there was no money for next season 
even to get the team into the league,” 
said Mew. 

“We said we needed money to start 
next season and he said there wasn’t 
any. 

“It’s very disappointing that you 
build a squad up and then this sort of 
thing happens.

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“I thought we had money in the club 
because there have been several new 
(advertising) boards gone up. Work’s 
been started in the clubhouse now, but 
we’ve been told there’s nothing there 
for the start of next season.” 

It’s a familiar story for Romsey who, 
two years ago, lost bright, young boss 
Glenn Burnett after he had estab¬ 
lished them as a top-ten club. 

Burnett cited personal and family 
reasons for leaving, but he had also 
been dragged down by a lack of 
behind-the-scenes help which left 
j him and his assistant Lee 
\ Harrison with much more than 
just football on their plate. 
When Burnett’s team dis¬ 
banded, former Eastleigh 
reserve/youth boss Mew suc¬ 
cessfully rebuilt the squad 
from scratch and also set 
about recruiting extra help 
behind the scenes, including 
commercial director Craig 
Buckingham. 

But, since Buckingham’s departure, 
it has been an uphill struggle to keep 
things ticking over. 

“I don’t know where the club will go 
now if they haven’t got the early-sea- 
son finances which we had last season 
when the commercial guy was here,” 
said Mew. 

“Whether or not the chairman’s got 
concerns that we were doing a bit too 
well, I don’t know. 

“Perhaps he doesn’t want us to take 
the club forward as quickly as we 
have.” 

“I don’t know what he wants to do or 
where he wants to go with it. 

“It’s been an enjoyable couple of sea¬ 
sons with the players and it’s disap¬ 
pointing it’s ended this way. But the 
financial situation is untenable. 
There’s nowhere to go with it.” 




MICHAEL Charles returned to 
the AFC Totton fold last 
Saturday - and it was as if he 
had never been away.

Stop paying players pleads Romsey 


ROMSEY Town chairman Ken Jacobs 
admits he is mystified by Wayne Mew’s 
reasons for resigning as manager of the 
Sydenhams Premier Division club. 

Mew tendered his resignation this week 
because Town’s financial situation had 
become “untenable.” 

But Jacobs, pictured right - a Romsey 
committee member since 1980 and chair¬ 
man since 2005/06 - says Town’s financial 
outlook for 2012/13 is not vastly different 
to any other season. 

“There’s not going to be a lot of money, 
there never is,” he said. 

“But we’ve got enough to get by. 



“We will still be in the league and all the 
cups and we’ll start getting adverts in at 
the start of next season. 
“Every year we strug¬ 
gle, so I don’t know 
what the difference is 
now. Maybe it’s a bit 
worse this year 
because of the finan¬ 
cial climate, but one 
way or another we’ll 
get it sorted. 

“At the moment, there’s 
nothing I can give. But we’ve got parties 
coming up and two or three months down 


the line I might be able to give something 
then for expenses and that sort of thing. 

“But we don’t pay players and never 
have done. You’re talking a minimum of 
£16,000 for a playing budget and there’s no 
way we could afford that, least of all now 
when money is so tight everywhere.” 

As for Mew contributing to team costs 
out of his own pocket, Jacobs said: “I tell 
managers not to do that. 

“Sometimes Wayne would dip his hand 
into his pocket to pay for Isle of Wight 
trips and things like that, but I told him not 
to.” 

Although Jacobs is “disappointed” by 


Mew’s resignation, it’s nothing he hasn’t 
dealt with before during his Romsey roller¬ 
coaster ride. 

“We’ve moved forward, gone back and 
struggled and then got there again. It’s 
always up and down,” he said. 

“The trouble is that people rely on club 
chairmen chucking money in right, left and 
centre to pay players, but I think the 
league should step in and stop payments 
altogether. That way everyone would be in 
the same market.

“It’s a great shame because, with four additions to 
the team, I think we could have challenged for the 
league next year. We’ve built the foundations and cre¬ 
ated a good spine. If we’d added to that, we could 
have kicked on. 

“But it came as a real bolt from the blue to hear 
there’s no money for the running costs of the club, let 
alone any sort of budget for the players. 

“We’re all very disappointed and we spoke to the 
players after last Saturday’s game. 

“They’re a good bunch of lads and we’ve really 
turned things around this season. 

“It looks as though we may finish eighth now, which 
is disappointing because we wanted top-six. But it’s 
still a great achievement to have reached the quarter¬ 


finals of the Wessex League Cup and Hampshire 
Senior Cup and finished top-eight on no money at all. 

“We’ll be professional to the end and give it 110 per 
cent until after the last game. If we could possibly get 
up to sixth or seventh, that would crown a fantastic 
season.” 

On a personal note, former Bashley defender and 
Andover assistant manager Darnton has thoroughly 
enjoyed his time at the Bypass Ground. 

“Romsey’s right on my doorstep and it suited me to 
come here after what happened at Andover,” he said.

ond division. 

During the past 14 years he has played 
all over the world, moving on from sec¬ 
ond level Brazilian side Sociedade 
Esportiva, Recreativa e Cultural Guarani 
to stints in Malaysia, Greece and Sweden. 

He arrived in England in the summer of 
2008 to trial with Barnet and later 
cropped up with Combined Counties 
outfit Colliers Wood and Southern 
Leaguers Bridgwater Town whom he 
left to play in Cyprus.

Riazuddin, right, 
was given his 
opportunity in the 
absence of Dimi Mascarenhas - 
the master to whom the apprentice 
is often compared. 

“I’m just happy to be playing,” he 
said. 

“For a long time I didn’t get a 
look-in in Championship cricket 
and was filtered in as a one-day 
specialist bowler. 

“I always felt I could do a job but 
wouldn’t say the last two years 
have gone to plan. 

“Just to get on the field for the 
first game of the season was really 
exciting.” 

After a wicketless start, 

Riazuddin took 3-51 in 
Gloucestershire’ second innings, 
with Michael Bates taking one of 
his eight catches off his former 
academy teammate. 

“I felt good and finally find some 
rhythm, with the keeper up there 
were things happening,” said the 
all-rounder, for whom Bates also 
took the catch that dismissed 
Glamorgan rookie Nick James dur¬ 
ing Riazuddin’s 1-21 at Cardiff on 
Thursday. “Batesy does a brilliant 
job, I trust him 100 per cent to 
take any catch or stumping that 
comes,” he added.

THERE were many silver linings in 
Hampshire’s defeat against 
Gloucestershire last week, one 
being the outstanding all-round 
performance of Michael Bates. 

The biggest compliment that can be 
paid to Hampshire’s young wicketkeep¬ 
er is that he did a fine impression of Nic 
Pothas with the bat. 

For a while it looked like his efforts 
would help Hampshire escape with a 
draw at the Ageas Bowl. 

Released at the end of last season, 
Pothas is remembered for consistently 
digging Hampshire’s top order out of 
trouble. 

His record shows him to be the 
greatest wicketkeeper/batsman 
in the county’s history, but 
Bates’ record is comparable 
with Pothas’s at the same 
stage of his Hampshire 
career. 

Bates took eight catches as 
well as scoring 87 in his 16th 
Championship appearance 
for Hampshire last week. 

Both were competition 
career-bests. 

Similarly, Pothas scored a then 
Hampshire-best 99 in his 16th 
Championship match, against Surrey 
at the end of the 2002 season, finishing 
his maiden county summer with 597 
runs at 23.9. 

While Pothas was a vastly experi¬ 
enced 28 with three one-day interna¬ 
tionals behind him, he was adapting to 
conditions very different to what he 
was used to in South Africa. 

As an inexperienced 21, Bates is also 
treading new ground - but his figures 
do not lose anything in comparison 
with a Hampshire legend. 

Having registered a career-best ‘first- 
class’ score of 93 in Hampshire’s open¬ 
ing game of the season against 
Loughborough MCCU, he already has

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a respectable record of 480 runs at 21.7 
- and 184 at 61.7 before facing 
Glamorgan. 

No-one is expecting Bates to get close 
to Pothas’s first-class Hampshire bat¬ 
ting record of 7,549 at 43.9, but his 
glovework is exceptional. 

It is impossible to say how many runs 
Bates will save Hampshire over the 
course of the season, but he has signif¬ 
icantly more dismissals (49 catches & 4 
stumpings) to his name than Pothas 
(30 & 4) did after 16 Championship 
outings. 

And, as Pothas used to do so 
well, Bates is not looking too 
far ahead. 

As he prepared for the trip 
to Cardiff, he reflected on his 
performance against 

Gloucestershire at The 
Ageas Bowl. 

“We were bitterly disap¬ 
pointed that we fell at the last 
hurdle,” he said. “I would have 
loved to have seen the team through, 
secure the draw and potentially even 
win the game. 

“But it was very pleasing to get some 
runs under my belt - I’m feeling pretty 
good at the moment, batting-wise - and 
I caught them all right in that game as 
well, so I’m feeling very positive. 

“Throughout the season we’ve decid¬ 
ed we’re going to try to keep pretty 
level headed about all our cricket, 
whether we win, whether we lose or 
whether we draw. 

“There’s a feeling throughout the 
camp that we’ve managed to achieve 
that so far. Everyone’s looking in good 
form, we’ve prepared well and there 
were plenty of positives to take.”

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HE now sits proudly atop 
a pantheon including 
Shane Warne, Stuart 
Clark and Shane Bond. 

When you consider the 
quality of other bowlers 
who have played for 
Hampshire over the last 12 
years - including Chris 
Tremlett and Wasim 
Akram - David Balcombe 
has every right to feel 
proud of his record-break¬ 
ing performance against 
Gloucestershire last week. 

Revitalised after his suc¬ 
cessful spell on loan at Kent 
at the end of last season, 
Balcombe recorded the best 
first-class figures in 
Ageas/Rose Bowl history 
when he took 8-71 in 
Gloucestershire’s first 
innings. 

“I was kindly notified of 
that fact by James 
Tomlinson, to have the best 
figures seems ridiculous to 
me but I’m very proud,” he 
smiled afterwards. 

“Fortunately, they nicked 
them instead of playing and 
missing and the nicks car¬ 
ried. 


Brilliant 

“It’s just great to be doing 
this for Hampshire, to do it 
for my ‘proper team’ so to 
speak is brilliant. 

“It was a bit nerve-wrack¬ 
ing getting the Hampshire 
shirt back on but it was 
great to be out there - 
there’s a fresh feel to the 
whole bowling attack.” 

Balcombe returned 33 
wickets at 17.8 in his five 
Championship matches for 
Kent last year. 

And after taking 5-33 in 
Glamorgan’s first innings 
at Cardiff on Thursday, he 
already has 16 at 9.5 this 
year. 

After the first day at The 
SWALEC Stadium, he had 
an incredible 49 wickets at 
15.1 in his last seven 
Championship matches. 

Having made just 17 
Championship appearances 
in five seasons with 
Hampshire before last week 
- his rare first-team outings 
due only in part to injuries - 
Balcombe is showing the 
benefits of faith finally 
being shown in his ability. 

It is no surprise that 
Balcombe has taken his 
opportunity. 

At 6ft 4in, he has been 
Hampshire’s tallest bowler 
since Tremlett’s departure 
and his ability to bowl con¬ 
sistent away swing at a 
decent pace also makes him 
a significant threat. 

He will continue to be 
helped at The Ageas Bowl 
this year by Hampshire’s 
policy of preparing more 
seamer-friendly surfaces to 
improve their chances of 
winning Championship 
home games - something 
the county has done only 
once in the last three years. 

“We left a bit of grass on 
the pitch against

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Gloucestershire and it was 
swinging early,” he said. 

“The grass doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily mean it will do a bit 
more but gives it a bit more 
carry which for me is bril¬ 
liant. 

“I see Michael Bates tak¬ 
ing the ball up by his waist 
rather down by his ankles! 

“It keeps you in the game 
and means nicks carry. 

“They’re just good pitches 
really. 

“And it’s always nice to 
get a nice lush outfield that 
doesn’t scuff the ball up like 
it did in the Windies [during 


Hampshire’s pre-season 
tour]! 

Balcombe took his wickets 
for Kent last year with the 
Tiflex ball that was being 
experimented with in divi¬ 
sion two. 

The ball soon gained a rep¬ 
utation for its propensity to 
swing. 

Jettisoned 

It has been jettisoned this 
year, having favoured the 
bowlers too much. 

But Balcombe has been 
just as successful with the 
traditional Duke cherry. 

“There’s a lot of talk about 
the Tiflex and the Duke and 
that one does more than the 
other, but it’s just about 


consistency and putting the 
ball in the right areas,” he 
said. 

In the absence of the expe¬ 
rienced trio of Kabir Ali 
(ankle), Tomlinson (foot) 
and Dimi Mascarenhas, 
Balcombe has also risen to 
the challenge of leading the 
Hampshire attack. 

“With Kabby on the side¬ 
lines I’ve had to take that 
bit more responsibility but I 
had that task at Kent and I 
said to Chalks (manager 
Giles White) when I came 
back that I really thrived off 
that,” he continued.

HUW Waters recorded career best 
bowling figures as Glamorgan 
fought their way back into their LV

The Welsh seamer, who missed 
most of last season with a stress 
fracture in his back, helped to 
bowl Hampshire out in their first 
innings for 156 with figures of 
seven for 53. 

By the close Glamorgan had 
reached 73 for three in their sec¬ 
ond innings, an overall lead of 20. 

After resuming on 29 for one 
Hampshire had reached lunch at 
108 for four to lead by five runs. 

But though they had got them¬ 
selves into the lead they suffered 
three setbacks during the morn¬ 
ing session. 

Waters, who had claimed the 
wicket of Hampshire captain 
Jimmy Adams yesterday evening, 
struck again to trap opener Liam 
Dawson Ibw to leave the visitors 
56 for two. 

Simon Katich, the first man to 
score a Test century at the 
ground during the Ashes clash of 
2009, lasted only 16 balls before 
being trapped leg before attempt¬ 
ing to whip fellow Australian 
Moises Henriques on to the leg- 
side. That left Hampshire 70 for 
three. 

Michael Carberry looked well set 
until he was dealt a painful blow 
in the groin and next ball he top- 
edged a hook straight to Waters 
at fine leg to give Henriques his 
second wicket in the space of 
three overs. 

After lunch Hampshire lost three 
wickets for the addition of just 
four runs in 19 balls. 

Eight deliveries after the interval 
Sean Ervine was trapped leg 
before by Waters, who claimed his 
fourth wicket when James Vince 
edged an attempted hook straight 
to wicket-keeper Mark Wallace. 

The third wicket came when Jim 
Allenby had Chris Wood leg 
before to leave Hampshire 112 for 
seven. 

After more than an hour for rain 
Waters returned to take two more 
wickets. 

He produced a fine delivery to 
have Michael Bates caught behind 
and in his next over he had 
Hamza Riazuddin caught at mid- 
on as Hampshire subsided to 137 
for nine. 

Waters completed his seven- 
wicket haul by having Danny 
Briggs caught at backward point. 

Glamorgan employed a new 
opening partnership for the sec¬ 
ond innings with Nick James tak¬ 
ing over from Stewart Walters.

Ervine is new star 


LYMINGT0N have swooped to 
sign “miracle” man Craig 
Ervine - the Zimbabwean Test 
cricketer who was once close 
to having his hand amputated. 

Ervine, the younger brother of 
Hampshire star Sean Ervine, has 
joined the Southern Premier 
League outfit as their overseas 
player for the coming season, 
writes NEIL PERRETT. 

The 26-year-old all-rounder has 
played two Test matches for 
Zimbabwe and also lined up in the 
World Twenty20 Cup in 2010 and 
last year’s ICC World Cup. 

Predominantly a left-handed bats¬ 
man, Ervine, who plays for the 
Matabeleland Tuskers, is also an 
off-spin bowler and has beaten the 
odds to forge a career in profession¬ 
al cricket. 

A freak accident in his early teens 
- when he slipped and fell on bro¬ 
ken glass at the family home - 
required a three-hour reconstruc¬ 
tive operation to his right hand. 

However, but for the intervention 
of his mother - who was a nurse 
during wartime - Ervine would 
have had his hand amputated as the 
initial diagnosis had been grim. 

Ervine said: “I went home from 
school one weekend and my two 
brothers decided we should have a 
game of cricket in the garden. 

“I climbed on top of the pelmet to 
get some keys and my foot slipped 
off the window sill. My hand went 
through the window and I ended up 
landing on the jagged pieces of 
glass. 

“It split open my wrist and I was 
rushed to hospital where the doctor 
said they would have to amputate 
the hand. 

“Fortunately, my mum is a 
retired nurse and she said they 
needed to try to do the best they 
could and see what they could do. 

“They managed to sew it up. It 
was a miracle! 

“I am very lucky to have a mum 
like her because she knew exactly 
what to do so it was a blessing. 

“It does still affect me a little but it 
is something I have got used to.” 

In August 2011, Ervine faced 
Bangladesh in Zimbabwe's first 
Test following the country's six- 
year exile. 

And just seven months ago, he hit 
49 in his second Test against 
Pakistan, the hosts including high¬ 
ly-rated spinner Saeed Ajmal in 
their attack. 
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At last year’s ICC World Cup in 
India, Ervine top scored with 66 as 
Zimbabwe completed their group 
matches with a convincing win 
over Kenya. 

At the World Twenty20 Cup in the

The extent to which Olympic athletes 
dedicate themselves to their respective 
sport never ceases to amaze those of 
us who might be a tad podgier than 
we would prefer. 

Hour upon hour of running, followed 
by weight training, sprinting and yet 
more running have become the essen¬ 
tial daily routine for most athletes hop¬ 
ing to appear at this year’s Games. 

Furthermore, it is essential that a 
well-regulated athletic approach is 
complemented by an equally disci¬ 
plined way of life away from sport if the 
athlete is to harbour realistic ambitions 
of securing a medal. 

No weekend blow-outs or a few 
beers after work several nights a week. 

Yet sport’s professional nature 
ensures that all of the sacrifice is 
deemed worthwhile when the athlete 
wins. 

Imagine, then, an amateur athlete 
showing similar levels of dedication to 
his sport, initially to raise publicity for a 
cause which had him adapting the role 
of David against the Goliath that was 
the South African state. 

When Brighton-born teacher Arthur 
Newton left for South Africa in 1911 to 
become a farmer, he had absolutely 
no athletic background nor experience 
beyond running occasional races at 
school. 

Yet following a dramatic turn of 
events, the 
28 year-old 
was to 
become 
“the world’s 
greatest 
distance 
runner”. 

After serv¬ 
ing in the 
First World 
War, 

Newton 
returned to 
Natal to dis¬ 
cover he 
was at the 
centre of a 
land dispute 
with the South African government 
over the condition of his neglected 
farm. 

Frustrated, Newton undertook to use 
astonishing feats of athleticism to pub¬ 
licise his case. 

This was no undertaking ‘to get fit’ of 
the type many of us are familiar with. 

Newton’s frustration pushed him to 
extraordinary extremes which eventu¬ 
ally resulted in him breaking the 24- 
hour distance record, as well as twice 
smashing the world 100-mile record. 

On the second occasion, he was 51. 

It’s unlikely he would have carried on 
without the assistance of Peter 
Gavuzzi, a Folkestone-born steward on 
an ocean liner who met Newton in Los 
Angeles before the start of the inaugur¬ 
al 3,500-mile Transcontinental Foot 
Race’ in 1928. 

Theirs is a fascinating partnership 
and this is a truly incredible tale of 
endurance, determination and sheer 
bloody-mindedness of the type we 
may hear much of this summer. 

But it’s unlikely anything the 
Olympics throws up will match what 
Newton and Gavuzzi did.

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Luxury at 
Games 

2012 Olympic goers who demand 
posh accommodations can still find 
available rooms at London’s luxury 
hotels during the July 25-August 12 
Games timeframe. 

However, as other hotels in and 
around the British capital are doing, 
they are increasing their rates signifi¬ 
cantly, a new survey has found. 

For example, for the period spanning 
August 2nd to August 5th (Thursday to 
Sunday), 20 of central London’s 70 5- 
star hotels are still posting vacancies. 

On average, they are hiking the price 
of those available rooms by 62% over 
regular rates. 

However, huge cost differences can 
be seen from one luxury hotel to 
another. 

For example, the Meridian Piccadilly, 
located on the border of Mayfair and 
St. James, has double rooms listed at 
£538, which is only 6% higher than its 
usual rate of £503. 

It’s a completely different story close 
to the Olympic Stadium at the Town 
Hall Hotel, however. 

There, in general, a room that can 
typically be had for £249 is now charg¬ 
ing £880 during the Games. 

That figure equates to a 253% price 
elevation. 

Olympics 

warning 

DEPARTMENT store chain 
Debenhams posted higher profits this 
week but it warned the Olympics and 
the Euro 2012 tournament may disrupt 
future sales. 

The group, which has 164 stores in 
the UK and Ireland, reported that pre¬ 
tax profits rose 1.4% to £127.1 million 
in the six months to March 3, which 
was ahead of City expectations. 

But it warned that the second half of 
its year could be hit by the Queen's 
Diamond Jubilee, the Olympics and 
the Euro 2012 football championships, 
which may cause people to divert 
spending onto barbecues, beer and 
televisions. 

Chief executive Michael Sharp said: 

“I know from experience that the foot¬ 
ball disrupts sales by causing people 
to spend more money on barbecues, 
beer and TV. 

“I have no idea what impact the 
Olympic Games will have.” 

No strike 

OLYMPIC chiefs are confident that the 
London 2012 Games will not be affect¬ 
ed by union strikes. 

Len McCluskey, the leader of 
Britain's biggest union Unite, suggest¬ 
ed in February that industrial action 
could be timed to disrupt the Games. 

But Jeremy Hunt, the secretary of 
state for culture, media and sport, said 
he believed union leaders would 
realise public opinion was against 
strikes during the Games. 

Hunt said: "We are a free country 
and a democratic country and people 
have a right to strike. 

“But I am very confident union lead¬ 
ers will understand that the vast 
majority of their members, and the 
overwhelming majority of the public, 
do not want the Olympic Games in any 
way held back or disrupted by strike 
action.”

IAIN Percy is hoping for a 
unique double - Saints promo¬ 
tion and a THIRD Olympic gold. 

But, like Saints’ Premiership bid, 
it has not all been plain sailing for 
Percy and his GB partner Andrew 
Simpson as they prepare to defend 
their Olympic title in the Star class 
this summer. 

Like any successful Olympian, 
Percy’s preparations for London 
2012 have involved many sacrifices. 

Watching his hometown club’s 
Premiership charge has been a long 
way down on his list of priorities. 

“Going to St Mary’s is the sort of 
fun thing I’m looking forward to 
doing after the Games; I’ll be there 
with everyone else next year - espe¬ 
cially if we’re back in the 
Premiership,” laughs Percy, who 
together with Simpson is training 
14 hours a day. 

The south-coast duo have been 
competing together since they were 
ten-year-olds, but are still honing 
their gold-medal-winning telepathy 
with London 2012 now only 97 days 
away. 

They are currently focused on 
ironing out flaws in their perfor¬ 
mance at last week’s World Cup 
regatta in Palma. 

“We’re working very hard, we 
spent the winter in the south of 
Spain which went well but were 
very disappointed in Palma to miss 
out to our main rivals, the 
Brazilians, by a point,” explained 
Percy, who was schooled at King 
Edward VI. 

“We were one wave away from 
getting them on the line to win the 
last race, which was frustrating. 

“But we’d only done four races in 
eight months and to be honest that 
showed during the week. We made 
some schoolboy errors which cost 
us. 

“But we’re all going to be a lot bet¬ 
ter in the summer - we’re looking 
forward to a real fight.” 

The pair’s racing time has been 
limited as Percy has struggled with 
foot and back injuries during the 
last year. 

He and Simpson were forced to 
withdraw from the World 
Championships in Perth in 
December because he was suffering 
from so much back pain. 

But they have both worked with 
sponsors Clarks to create a bespoke 
new sailing boat that should now 
prevent the hiking strap from 
bursting blood vessels in Percy’s 
foot. 

“I’ve had no issues with the foot 
since but the back was a concern at 
the Worlds,” admitted 36-year-old 
Percy. 

“It’s a sign of old age, I was wor¬ 
rying about it and had a few sleep¬ 
less nights but I feel a lot more con¬ 
fident with it now. 

“There were two windy days at 
the end of our last event and the 
back had never felt better so that 
was really encouraging.” 

The other good news is that Percy 
and Simpson have been here 
before. 

It was not all plain sailing for 
them going into Beijing 2008, as 
they were 52nd at that year’s World 
Championships before winning 
Olympic gold six months later. 


“We’re good at taking where we 
are, we don’t get fazed,” Percy con¬ 
tinued. 

“We’re not hiccup-prone, there 


are just a lot of things that can go 
wrong with sailing, particularly 
technical issues. 

“You’re always having to reassess 


where you are.” 

While Brazil will be the pair’s 
main rivals this summer, there is 
sure to be strong competition from 
elsewhere 

Simpson said: “Poland are very 
strong, the Swedish team is always 
capable of doing well and there’s 
always another couple of world 
champions or Olympic medallists 
somewhere who could pop up and 
perform on the day. 

“Beating Brazil is one of our main 
goals but we can’t discount anyone 
else.” 

Next up for Percy and Simpson 
are two events in southern France - 


KEEP IIP TO DATE WITH THE OLYMPICS IN THE SPORTS PINK 
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they arrived in Hyeres on Friday 
for the ISAF Sailing World Cup - 
before the Skandia Sail for Gold 
regatta in Weymouth at the begin¬ 
ning of June. 

“That’s a real warm-up event 
and that’s it for competition, but 
we’ll do more race training in 
Weymouth,” Percy continued. 

So how much of an advantage 
will home advantage be this sum¬ 
mer? 

“We’ve worked hard on sailing at 
the venue and how to sail the con¬ 
ditions but won’t see the benefits 
of that till the summer,” said 
Simpson, who comes from 


Sherborne in north Dorset. 

“There will be a tiny advantage 
potentially but the others can all 
sail there as well so it’s not like it’s 
exclusive to us.” 

What is certain is that Percy and 
Simpson will continue to give it 
their all. 

“We have to sail a lot until we get 
a sixth sense of how to sail the boat 
in specific conditions” continued 
Percy, who won his first Olympic 
gold in the Finn class at Sydney 
2000, before teaming up with 
Simpson. “We’re spending five 
hours a day on the water and the 
rest in the gym or on technical 


issues. 

“Sailors - and star sailors in par¬ 
ticular - do more hours than any¬ 
one because of all the technical ele¬ 
ments to it. It’s very tiring but sat¬ 
isfying knowing we’ve done all we 
can. We’ll continue to work as 
hard as we can for the next three 
months and then we’ll have to do 
the business.”
